Oklahoma City, July 4.—The crim ­ 
inal courts of appeals Monday in a 
decision 
handed 
down 
by Special 
Judge Richardson in the cases de­ 
cided, reversed and remands 
five 
cases of alleg d violation of the li­ 
quor laws on constitutional grounds. 
I he case of John iNowakbwski, from 
the district court of Pottawatomie 
county, is the governing case and 
the others, being similar, are decided 
in the same xray'. 
Nowakowski was convicted, in the 
district court on indictments charg 
ing him with selling liquor to a mi­ 
nor. 
The prosecution was 
made 
under an act of the legislature fol­ 
lowing the creation of the constitu­ 
tional provision on the subject.

is .held by the criminal court of ap-

Plucky Running Fight Put Up by th® 
Rear Guard of Gregg'8 Division 
at Dinwiddie C. H. 


I first enlisted 
In Company D, 
Eighth Pennsylvania, for three years. 
We were with the Army of the Poto­ 
mac in all it£ battles (except Chancel- 
lorsville and Gettysburg) to the Wil­ 
derness 
and 
Spotsylvania, 
writes 
James Hasson of Perryopolis, Pa., in 
the National Tribune. Our time hav­ 
ing expired, we marched out of line, 
and were discharged in Jutte, 1864. I 
then enlisted in Company G, Sixteenth 
Pennsylvania cavalry, for one year. 
I was In Gregg’s division, second 
brigade, and it was while with that 
command I had a close call in the fall 
of 1864. The cavalry was on the ex­ 
treme left of the army at Petersburg. 
Early one morning we started out on 
a raid around the right of Lee's army. 
The Sixteenth Pennsylvania 
cavalry 
was in advance, and as there is always 
an advance guard in front of the mov­ 
ing column that duty fell to four men 
of my company, Henry Niel, William 
Hagan and, if I remember, Joe Neil 
and myself. 
Nothing very exciting happened on 
our outward move. 
We reached Din­ 
widdie C. H. some time in the after­ 
noon. We then wheeled to the right 
and moved up until we were in sight 
of 
the enemy’s 
camps. 
We 
then 
wheeled right-about and started on 
our return. 
Fitzhugh Lee was In command of 
Lee’s cavalry, 
which 
consisted 
of 
seven brigades, and we knew* he wouli 
follow us. 
The guard had gotten a canteen full 
of apple jack, and they began to get 
pretty talkallve. 
When the 
column 
started to move the rear guard stopped 
in the road and passed the canteen 
arouhd. 
As I had not tampered with 
the contents of the canteen, I got hold 
of it and threw* it over my shoulder. 
I told the boys they had had enough 
for the present. I also remarked that 
we were two miles In rear of the col­ 
umn, and that Fitzhugh Lee’s cavalry 
would jump onto us and give us a trip 
to Libbey prison if we didn’t look 
sharp. 
We then started to move. Hagan 
and I moved through 
a 
gate, 
and 
started to ride up to a house some 200 
yards from the road, where we saw a 
mounted man sitting in front of the 
house. We hadn’t gone more than half

Mike Donlin, who was then with 
New York, made what I think was the 
greatest Play I ever saw. He made it 
against the Cubs in 1908 in a game 
that seemed to decide the pennant 
race, and he beat us out of the game 
by it. 
I have seen a lot of spectacular 
catches and throws, but that one beat 
anything I ever saw. I was of course 
anxious to win the game because we 
were battling for the pennant, and the 
Giants had a slight advantage over us. 
They were leading us by one run In 
the eighth inning; we got two men on 
bases with only one out, and it looked 
as lf we would grab the game right 
there. There was an immense crowd 
on the play grounds, but the field was 
clear except for a bunch of spectators 
who had come In at the corner on the 
right field foul line. They were piled 
in within a few* feet of the line. 
In that eighth inning the crowd was 
edging in closer to the line and a 
few were en fair ground strung along 
the high bleacher barrier. Tinker was 
af bat and he was hitting hard. 
He 
caught the ball squarely- and drove It 
high down the foul line, not more than 
ten feet inside the boundary. It looked 
ten thousand to nothing that Donlin 
nor anyone else could reach the ball, 
and that it would go Into the crowd 
and settle the game.

racing along the field, sprinting as 
hard as he could and straight at the 
bleachers and the crowd.

Both parties were firing, but as 
the horses were running at full speed 
the balls flew harmless with one ex­ 
ception. 
I well remember the words of the 
captain as I took my position in the 
line. 
He said: “Hasson, where’s Ha­ 
gan?" 
I answered: “The rebels got 
him.” I saw a tear la the captain’s 
eye when I answered him. Hagan got 
hack all right in about three or four 
months. 
Our brigade arrived at the 
junction two hours before Lee, and he 
had his wagon train in front of him. 
We kept the train 
moving until 
about 200 wagons had passed. One of 
cub scouts rode up and told us to cut 
the tt&in, as a brigade of infantry and 
a brigade of cavalry were coming In 
sight. As we were the only troops 
that had reached the junction yet, we 
had a lively time of it for awhile. We 
formed a line of battle In single line, 
and fought mounted. We held them a 
short time until they began to move 
around our right flank. I began to 
(think we were in a tight place when 
the old Fifth corps came up with a 
cheer, and that settled i t We got the 
wagon trail all right

tors began to separate a bit, and with 
a great burst of speed he tore right 
into them. His left hip and shoulder 
scraped the fence as he leaped, and he 
twisted and turned into the crowd as 
he caught the ball. The Chicago run­ 
ners were of course on their ways to 
the plate as hard as they could run. 
But after Donlin made his marvelous 
catch he made the part of the play 
that I believe was the greatest of all. 
The runner who had been on second 
base had played the ball safely, tak­ 
ing just enough distance to enable him 
to score if Donlin lost the ball, or to 
get back if he caught it. 
The other 
runner already was across the plate, 
and had taken too many chances. As 
Donlin caught the ball he whirled in­ 
to the crowd. It looked as if his play 
vas to throw to second, a shorter and 
easier throw; but like a flash he saw 
that the runner could return to sec­ 
ond while the other runner would have 
to hurry to get back to third. 
He 
sprang out of the crowd and shot to 
third base on the first bound and brat 
the runner by a few feet, saving the 
game for New York and almost giv­ 
ing the Giants the pennant.

GEN. SHERIDAN’S WILD RIDE 


Return 
Trip 
From 
Winchester 
to 
Cedar Creek Described by Vet­ 
eran— Soldiers Asleep. 


Gen. Philip Sheiidan’s famous ride 
from Winchester, *Pa., to the 
battle 
line at Cedar Creek, Va., was not one 
of twenty miles, as the poet has it, 
but of seventeen and a fraction miles 
according to Charles B. Thomas, 4226 
Cottage Grove avenue, who followed 
the returning general along the valley 
pike for a distance of 
five 
miles. 
Mr. Thomas had enlisted in the Fifth 
New York cavalry and at the time ol 
the ride was in one of the divisions 
under General Sheridan's command. 
“I was at Newtown,” he said In tell 
ing the story, “In company with 
s 
commissary sergeant. 
We had beer 
ordered out on special duty, and we 
had been separated from the rest oi 
the cavalry. The line of battle was a1 
Cedar Creek, about five miles 
from 
Newtown. 
Winchester was farthei 
along the pike in the other direction

They had been put oui 
of service, and they got out of the 
way as fast ag they could. 
Some o! 
them were only half dressed. 
Thii 
was one corps. After they had faller 
hack, 
the 
Nineteenth 
corps 
hac 
stopped the men and sent them back 
toward Cedar Creek, and they wen 
doing this when General 
Sheridat 
passed along the pike. 
The 
Slxtl 
corps held the line unshaken. 
“The sergeant and I were grazing 
our horses in a side street of New 
town when we heard cheering in th* 
distance toward Winchester. 
I told 
the sergeant that I was 
going 
tc 
mount and go down to the pike anc 
see what was happening, and just as 
got there along came General Sheri 
dan on his big black horse. Rienzi 
There was one orderly riding behind 
him. 
He had outdistanced everybody 
else. WTe fell in behind and followed 
for five miles and were close behind 
when General Sheridan reached th* 
line. 
“All the way was along the 
pike 
I believe that General Sheridan «ayi 
in his memoirs that he left the road 
before he reached Newtown and rod* 
across country. 
I believe that in th* 
excitement of the day he must bar* 
forgotten, the way he really had come 
If he left the pike he came back to It 
before he reached Newtown, because 
he was traveling the road in the cen 
ter of town when he passed us. 
He 
did not ride over rail fences, as his 
tories say. 
By that time the rail 
fences bad all been burned in camp 
fires, and the only stone wall he had 
to pass had been breached for th* 
passage of supply wagons. Straggles 
along the road behind him for mile* 
were the men who had turned back 
to follow him as they saw him pass 
or who had been met by the soldiers 
of the Nineteenth corps. 
"I remember the scene as we cam* 
up to the line of battle. 
The men 
were lying on their faces, most 
oi 
them asleep. As we approached, on* 
soldier rolled over and raised himseli 
on hi6 elbow. 
He saw the general 
and he leaped to k4s feet and cried 
cut: ‘General Sheridan is here.’ The 
men around him awoke and caught j

Paster Russell. Addresses Immense Au­ 
diences 
In 
London, 
Brooklyn 
and 
Elsewhere — Reaches 
Ten 
Million 
American Homes Through One Thou­ 
sand Newspapers. 


To hear Pastor Russell is the desire 
of many Catholics, Protestants and 
independent thinkers, who appreciate 
I he published sermons of the cele­ 
brated editor, author and orator of 
the Brooklyn Tabernacle. 
Pastor Russell usually speaks under 
the auspices of the unsectarian Bible 
classes of the large cities, in public 
places, where all may assemble on 
neutral ground, free from denomina­ 
tional prejudice, the pastor accepting 
only invitations where the seats are 
free and no collection to be taken, he 
in turn accepting no fee for his lec­ 
tures. 
Perhaps the most remarkable con­ 
gregation on earth is that of the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle, over 20 nation­ 
alities being represented in its board 
of elders and deacons. 
Pastor Rus­ 
sell, when in America, orally serves 
his congregation on the first Sunday 
of each month. The Academy of Mu­ 
sic, Brooklyn’s largest auditorium, is 
now used on Pastor Russell’s home 
days and is often insufficient to ac­ 
commodate the ever-increasing crowd. 
Pastor Russell, by his defense of 
the Bible as God’s inspired revelation 
to man. has won the admiration of 
the vast majority of unprejudiced 
truth-seeking Bible students. He came 
into prominence in New England in 
1877. 
Since then his field of activity 
has continually broadened, until now 
over 10,000,000 American families are 
served by the 1,000 newspapers now 
publishing his weekly sermons. He is 
the author of a work now in its fourth 
million. 
Why He Became Independent. 
He was reared under the strictest 
religious discipline as a Protestant 
His instructors believed and taught 
the old style “Hell Fire’* doctrine. To 
save his fellows from such a fate he 
went about his native city, inscribing 
upon walls and fences Bible texts 
calling sinners to repentance. During 
the next few years, while growing 
up into commercial life he devoted 
much time to the investigation of Bud­ 
dha ism. Confucianism and other orien­ 
tal religions, to the end that they were 
found unworthy of credence. 
The 
thought “Which is the true gospel?” 
became a living question In his inquir­ 
ing mind, which continually reverted 
to the mixed condition and contrary 
claims of Christendom. He questioned. 
“Should I try to find the truth? Why 
not lay aside such arduous study and 
win fame and fortune in a most prom­ 
ising commercial life now wrell start­ 
ed?’ 
This he was alnmt to do. but 
decided that he would first investigate 
the Scriptures and let the Bible speak 
for itself on fire and brimstone. 
Amazed at the harmonious testimony 
proving an unexpected but satisfac­ 
tory answer, he continued a “topical’* 
Bible research and was brought to a 
complete confidence In the Bible as be­ 
ing inspired by an all-wise, ail-power­ 
ful, all-just and loving Creator, worthy 
to be adored aud worshiped. This was 
a beginning of a new ambition, and 
the question then was. What should he 
do and bow he should do it. 
Deter­ 
mining. if possible, to reach every 
truth-seeker, whether Catholic. Prot­ 
estant. Jew or Free-thinker, he found 
it necessary to stand free of all sec­ 
tarian bonds and to inaugurate an in­ 
dependent work. 
His first effort was 
the preparation of a booklet entitled. 
“Food 
for 
Thinking 
Christians”— 
1,400,000 copies being delivered to the 
public free of cost. 


Interested In Jewish Hopes. 
Pastor Russell early discovered that 
hundreds of texts relating to the prom­ 
ises of Israel were as yet unfulfilled, 
and he became intensely interested in 
the history of the Jews past, present 
and future—but especially In their fu 
ture. 
An extensive tour of the Holy 
Land was accomplished in 1892. The 
bud of the coming Jewish nation had 
scarcely put forth at that time. How­ 
ever. great strides toward a Jewish 
polity have since been accomplished, 
and Pastor Russell predicts that the 
budding of a Jewish springtime w’ill 
soon be recorded in history. 
He revisited Palestine last spring 
and addressed the Jews in the largest 
hall in Jerusalem from Isaiah xi, I, 2. 
Upon his arrival home. Pastor Russell 
announced that his next topic at the 
Academy of Music would he “Jerusa­ 
lem.” 
So unusual, so strange, to see 
a Christian minister dilating upon Jew 
ish hof>es that all Jewry waited in ex 
pectation of something—they knew not 
what. 
So great was the interest on 
this occasion that hundreds of Jews. 
as well as hundreds of Gentiles, were 
unable to obtain admittance to hear 
the speaker. This discourse was pub­ 
lished in 15 Sew York Jewish news­ 
papers and by the Jewish press of 
many cities in Great Britain, Russia 
aud America. 
Last October he addressed a Jewish 
mass meeting in the New York Hip­ 
podrome on “Zionism in Prophecy.”
